Late fn 1939 or early 
in 1940 he wqs murdered, mysteriously, and his m urder has never 
been solved. 

The Schering "Split" t Until a few months before the beginning of 
the war Schering AG held on to all of its subsidiaries. However* 
right before the war began, it sold them to one of two subsidiar- 
ies of The Swiss Bank Corporation ( both subsidiaries of the bank, 
that is) riPor invent ( from Foreign Investments and Invention Co.) 
and Chepha (Chemical and Pharmaceutical EnterprIses,Ltd.) It 
seems as though Chepha owns Schering Corporation. 

The Swiss Bank Corporations Because of the "Nationality Act" of 
Switzerland the nominal owners of the Swiss Bank Corporation 
are undoubtedly Swiss citizens, but the beneficial, or actual, 
owners of the stock are probably German. 

The. Swiss Bank and the World Wars During the World War the 
US Alien Property Custodian took over at least one account of 
the %ank, valued at either #8,000,000 or #800,000. George W* 
Miller was the APC. He made too quick a return of the property, 
and later, with Atty Gen Dougherty and another man was Indicted 
and convicted of defrauding the USGov t* Others not convicted.
